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New rec centre to open in 2007

Nearly one year after stu- 
dents voted in favour of a 
new sports recreation 
facility, the heavy equipment has 
arrived and the property is being 
cleared for the construction of the 
new facility. 

"We should be open by July 
of 2007," noted Ron Larwood, 
manager of the Department of 
Active Living at Laurentian 
University. With the site prepara- 
tion contract already under way, 
Larwood pointed out the tenders 
for the construction of the new 
facility are anticipated to go out 
in early March. Provided every- 
thing comes in within specifica- 
tions and meets the budget, the 
project should begin construction 
this summer. 

"We are running on sched- 
ule," Larwood said. 

The project will include a 
climbing wall, a bouldering 
room, a 200 metre track, two 
squash courts, two gym playing 
surfaces on the track, as well as 
some extra space for other activi- 
ties, an expanded cardio weight 
room of over 7,000 square feet 
(as compared to the current facil- 
ity, which measures 4,500 square 
feet), and some renovations to the 
Ben Avery Building. The old 
weight room, he explained, will 
be converted into a multi-purpose 
activity room, and the plans also 
call for a family change room. 

Originally, the project was 
projected at costing approximate- 
ly $ 1 3 million, but Larwood indi- 
cated that the plan was scaled 
back to a $9.5 million project. 

"We started with a much big- 
ger project and dream, but every- 
body dreams big," he stated. 

Still, despite scaling back the 
project, Peter Hellstrom, Director 
of Athletics at Laurentian, noted 
very little has been sacrificed. 
Many of the costs that were 
trimmed were associated with 
renovating the existing change 
rooms, he said, but the cost of the

renovations was very pricey. 
While it would have been nice to 
have the "Cadillac model," he 
said discussions took place with 
student leaders as to how to deal 
with the need to cut costs. 

"They wanted their money 
spent on something new," 
Hellstrom suggested. "What stu- 



dents are getting for their money 
is going to be amazing. Many 
student groups are going to be 
able to use this place at the same 
time. There is going to be enough 
space to satisfy two or three 
groups." 

With the new facility, he 
noted, students can play ultimate 



Frisbee all-year-round. While 
there will not be any turf in the 
new facility, there will be ideal 
activity flooring for the game. 
There will also be improved 
opportunities for pick-up basket- 
ball and volleyball. 

One new touch to the state- 
of-the-art facility will be the 



addition of photo ID swipe cards 
for people looking to use the 
facility. 

Larwood explained that for 
full-time students, their student 
cards would be equipped to han- 
dle it. 

He noted that efforts will be

Music students united by mutual love ofartform

The Laurentian University (LU) music program has 
run into a few bumps along the road, but the one 
thing that remained constant throughout is the stu- 
dents within it, and the passion they have for their art. In 
November of last year, the fate of the music program was 
bleak. Students were not sure if they would even be 
returning to Laurentian in September. However, they 
struggled on through the rest of the year, and made a lot 
of noise around campus to make sure their plight was not 
ignored. Now, just over a year later, not only has the 
music program found a new home at Laurentian 
University, it has also found a group of students who 
have made it their goal to give it its rightful place within 
the LU community. The Laurentian University Music 
Association (LUMA) is poised to take great steps 
towards the improvement of our artistic culture here at 
Laurentian. 

In November 2005, Brigitte Davis and some of her 



friends in the music program got together and started 
LUMA. 

"We compare ourselves to the Cambrian 
College(music program). The atmosphere at Cambrian is 
friendlier. At Laurentian, there was no chemistry or vibe. 
Everyone was competing against everyone else, so we 
decided to start a music club to make us feel more like a 
group," said Davis. With LUMA events bringing stu- 
dents together to listen to and play music in a comfort- 
able atmosphere, it seems to have achieved its goal. 

After forming up, the club began to recruit and plan 
events to showcase Laurentians musicians. They have 
already put on three open mic pub nights. These concerts 
would begin with members going through a set for the 
first portion, and then open the stage to anyone who 
wanted to perform for the last half of the show. 

"We have opportunities to perform (for an audience) 
in our performance class, (but now) we can perform for 
our peers who (are there to) appreciate the music, and not 
just analyze it," said Davis. Drummers, bass players, vio- 



linists, pianists, guitarists and more are all showcased. 
Many Laurentian students and some professors have 
come out to support the club, as well as students from 
Cambrian College. The pub nights take place at Benders 
in Huntington University. The cost is only $3, but LUMA 
members get in free. 

The clubs past events have been concerts that mixed 
various styles of music. Students cover popular music, as 
well as perform classical pieces. The next event, howev- 
er, is a jazz themed concert. "We have an awful lot of 
jazz talent, so why not showcase that as well," said 
Davis. "We have one jazz concert per semester (in our 
performance class), and only one group plays. This is an 
opportunity to compare (different groups)." 

Davis has been playing piano since she was roughly 
10 years old. She classifies herself as a classical pianist, 
however she will be performing during the jazz night 
despite her lack of training in the genre.

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The Terri McMillan Memorial Scholarship 

The Student's General Association established a 
Memorial Scholarship Fund in the memory of Theresa 
(Terri) MacMillan (BA '92) who was fatally injured in 
an automobile accident on July 10, 1992, just two 
weeks short of her 25th birthday. 

Terri was a very active member of the Sudbury com- 
munity, Laurentian university and the Students' 
General Association. During the summers she was a 
player in the Sudbumia Soccer Club as well as the 
coach of a young girls team; Terri aslo worked to pro- 
duce the SGA's student handbook during this time. 

As a member of the University community, terri 's 
impact is difficult to measure. She was the first female 
president of the University College Students' 
Association during 1990-1991. terri was also the first 
female Vice-President of the Students' General 
Association during 1 99 1 - 1 992. Throughout her time as 
a student representative Terri 's enthrusiasm, zest for 
life, her outspokenness and forrthrightness were atr- 
ributes which not only provided students with an able 
representative but also made Terri a very endearing 
individual. 

In her memory, the Students' General Association cre- 
ated a memorial scholarship to promote and support, 
among other students, the unselfish contributions Terri 
made to the student body and Laurentian University 
itself. This $600 scholarship is awarded to one student 
every year.

Premiers team up on post-secondary education

An informal dinner con- 
versation could shape 
the future for post-sec- 
ondary education in Canada, 
or at least lead to more federal 
money for students. 

Eight provincial premiers 
left a national summit on post- 
secondary education on Feb. 
24 in Ottawa, vowing to take 
up the issue again later during 
their dinner at 24 Sussex with 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper. 

The Council of the 
Federation summit on post- 
secondary education left over 
400 premiers, students and 
university representatives 
united in the call for increased 
federal funding. 

But there is still disagree- 
ment between politicans and 
students over how the money 
should be spent at the provin- 
cial level. 

In the opening remarks, 
Quebec Premier Jean Charest 
said the federal government 
would have to come up with 
$4.9 billion to restore funding 
to 1994-5 levels, accounting 
for inflation. 

"We must have a plan, and 
we must be able to fund it," 
said Charest. "Over the last 
ten years, the federal support 
hasn't been there." 

"We say that we value 
education but do we really? 
Are we really making the nec- 
essary investments and doing 
the necessary work?" said 
Ontario Premier Dalton 
McGuinty. 

"This summit is an oppor- 
tunity for us to challenge our- 
selves, and then, coming out 
of this to challenge Canadians 
to reach higher in education," 
McGuinty said. 

Canadian Federation of 
Students Chairperson George 
Soule said it was encouraging 
that the Premiers were joining 
students in the call for more 
federal money. 

During the conference 
discussion groups people used 
the $4.9 billion figure as how 
much federal money they 
wanted. However McGuinty 
said he would be asking 
Harper for $2.2 billion when 
negotiations begin. 

Newfoundland and 

Labrador Premier Danny 
Williams said post-secondary 
education will be the first 
major issue put to Harper by

the premiers and should be on 
the national list of priorities. 

But even with more 
money, the two premiers lead- 
ing the Council of the 
Federation summit - Ontario's 
Dalton McGuinty and Charest 
- may lift the tuition freeze in 
their home provinces. 

"We have frozen tuition 
for two years, and now we feel 
justified in asking Ontario 



families to do a bit more so 
that together we can build a 
great system," McGuinty said. 

Compared to the discus- 
sion of accessibility for post- 
secondary education, Jesse 
Greener, Ontario Chairperson 
of the Canadian Federation of 
Students said he was disap- 
pointed by McGuinty 's state- 
ment. 

"It is profoundly disap- 



pointing that Dalton 
McGuinty and people like 
Bob Rae and some university 
presidents are deafening 
themselves to that wide rang- 



ing call," Greener said. 

"I think among the 
provinces there is wide-rang- 
ing unanimity around the 
belief that tuition fees are 
much too high," Greener said. 

Creating national stan- 
dards for post-secondary edu- 
cation was not widely men- 
tioned by the Premiers. 

David Atkinson, President 
of Carleton University said he 
has seen growing regional dif- 
ferences between universities 
across Canada. He said 
Canada does not have a single 
world class university, 
because it has not been a pri- 
ority for the federal govern- 
ment, and provinces dealt dif- 
ferently. 

"It used to be that we'd 
lose faculty to the U.S., now 
we lose them to Alberta and 
BC," said Atkinson. 

The group of over 400 
delegates included Manitoba 
Premier Gary Doer, New 
Brunswick Premier Bernard 
Lord, Newfoundland and 
Labrador Premier Danny 
Williams, Yukon Premier 
Dennis Fentie, Northwest 
Territories Premier Joe 
Handley, Saskatchewan 

Premier Lome Calvert and 
Prince Edward Island Premier 
Pat Binns.

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Does your friend have a drinking problem? 



Student life can often seem to revolve 
around alcohol. The bar is frequently 
the place where you get together with 
friends and relax. But remember that although 
drinking can help you feel relaxed and reduce 
your inhibitions, there are consequences of 
drinking which you may later regret. These 
include the hangovers, the splitting 
headaches, the bad guts, the shortlived mad- 
ness and laughter, plus the expense and the 
embarrassment of the night before! Heavy 
drinking among university students is often 
congruent with levels of high stress. Rates of 
excessive binge drinking and psychological 
stress remain high according to the results of 
the 2004 Canadian Campus Survey released 
by the Centre for Addiction and Mental 
Health. What's more, alcohol consumption 
and heavy episodic binge drinking by stu- 
dents is associated with several adverse 
health, educational and social outcomes 
including physical injury, high risk sexual 
behaviour, unwanted sexual advances, psy- 
chological issues, property damage, drinking 
and driving, diminished academic perform- 
ance and medical and legal problems. Okay, 
so you still plan to go drinking? Then here are 
a few tips to help you survive student drink- 



ing? First, try and limit your drinking by set- 
ting yourself a sensible limit and pace your- 
self. Eat a meal before drinking and drink 
plenty of water, as alcohol dehydrates you. 
Buying in rounds can make you drink more 
than you want, so try to drink more slowly 
and skip rounds. Also, choose drinks lower in 
alcohol, don't mix drinks, and before going to 
bed, drink a pint of water, have some juice 
and try to eat some toast. This will help stabi- 
lize your blood sugar. 

The reason you feel rough after heavy 
drinking is because of dehydration. Alcohol is 
toxic and if you drink enough of it you will 
die. That's the truth. It is broken down by the 
liver to waste products, such as acetaldehyde,' 
which results in a hangover. Headaches and 
dry mouth result because alcohol is a diuretic 
making your body lose water. Nausea and 
trembling happen because alcohol is a stom- 
ach irritant and your blood sugar levels may 
drop, making you feel weak and shaky. 
Triggered by waste products of the alcohol 
still being in your system, you may feel irrita- 
ble and tired. Hey! This is starting to sound 
like a chemistry class. How do you know if 
you or a friend has a drinking problem? Well, 
sometimes people feel their drinking is out of 



control and have strong cravings. You might 
need to drink more for the same effect and 
need to drink first thing in the morning. 
Others may tell you that you have a drinking 
problem. If you or someone you know drinks 
heavily most days and gets regular hangovers, 
then it is time to cut down and get help. Long- 
term effects of heavy drinking include raised 
blood pressure, liver damage, cancers of the 
throat and mouth, and psychological and 
emotional problems including depression. 
Concerns about a drinking problem can be 
discussed with your physician and counselor. 
Often referrals to areas of community support 
can be helpful. Accepting that help is needed 
may not be easy but keep in mind that the 
sooner you get help, the better are your 
chances for a successful recovery. So take 
care of yourself! To your health!

Laurentian spearheads climate change project

The city of Sudbury has 
been chosen as a case 
study for potential 
impacts of climate change and 
Laurentian University is one of 
the leading participants. The 
Climate Change Impacts and 
Adaptation Program is a collab- 
oration of many community 
partners including the City of 
Greater Sudbury, Cambrian 
College and College Boreale. 
Under the leadership of Dr. 
Liette Vasseur, Associate Vice 
President, Research at 
Laurentian University, a team 
composed of members from a 
range of disciplines will exam- 
ine the vulnerability of the City 
of Greater Sudbury in regards 
to climate change. 

For many years, scientists 
have been noting the potential 
threat of global climate change 



and its devastating effects over 
a prolonged period of time. 
Commonly known as the green- 
house effect, the natural regula- 
tion of temperatures is becom- 
ing unbalanced due to the 
increasing activities of humans. 
Societies continue to

Change Impacts and Adaptation 
Program is a project aimed to 
identify potential impacts of cli- 
mate change on both regional 
and global levels.

patterns as well as responsive 
and corrective strategies. 

"This is a case study to first 
better understand how we can 
enhance understanding about 
climate change impacts and 
adaptations and then examine 
the possible strategies," says 
Dr. Vasseur. 

Sudbury was chosen as a 
case study from 133 communi- 
ty applicants across Canada and 
will forecast scenarios for 2020, 
2050 and 2080. Such predic- 
tions hypothesize the city's 
ability to deal with the effect of 
climate change as well as antic- 
ipate areas that may require 
restructuring. The sectors that 
will be studied are: natural and 
managed ecosystems, water, 
municipal infrastructure, health 
and socio-economic activities.

The case for Emerson as Canada's greatest politician

David Emerson is a great 
man.

But under the leadership of 
the great David Emerson, polit- 
ical genius, mastermind, cham- 
pion of the common man, those 
hardy Liberals who had bested 
the elements, reached, eventual- 
ly, the greener pastures which 
they sought. David won. All the 
tribulations of the last month 
had not been in vain. The 
money they had diverted from 
the less pressing concerns of 
children, food or frivolous 
Christmas, to David's campaign 
coffers had been well spent. 
They had spread the good news. 
The people had responded. 
Even as the Liberal party was 
forced to remove themselves to 
the opposition side of the floor, 
the constituents of Victoria 
could be confident that at least 
their boy Dave was going to 
Parliament. A small solace to be 
sure.

Constituents? Blah. If the peo- 
ple knew what was best for 
them, they wouldn't need politi- 
cians in the first place right? 
David is a great politician 
because he knows this. While 
his most die-hard supporters 
dozed or lounged around his 
campaign bus reading "Plato's 
Rebublic," Emerson sneakily 



dubbed over his Tragically Hip 
tapes with Machiavelli's "The 
Prince" read by Vincent Price. 
People would remark how quin- 
tessential^ Canadian it was to 
listen to Bobcaygeon over and 
over again like he did. Emerson 
just laughed, a sly grin creasing 
his fox-like features; "I know" 
he would say, "I" know." Since 
Emerson's about-face, it has 
been rumored that he returned 
the copy of "Tuesday's with 
Morrie" given him by a well- 
wisher while campaigning and 
used the refund to buy a new 
copy of "Anthem" by Ayn 
Rand. His old copy was falling 
apart.

He wouldn't be invited to 
any of those cool parties the 
Conservatives have planned for 
St. Patrick's Day. Yes, he'd 
have remained true to the man- 
date entrusted him by his con- 
stituents, but that's so bogus. 
Emerson doesn't play to lose, 
he plays to win. If Emerson 
hadn't switched sides, he'd just 
be another loser, on the losing 
side. Just another MP from BC. 
Forget about that. David 
Emerson knows that he can get 
more done by helping to tow 
the Conservative party line. 



People complain because David 
Emerson has publicly acknowl- 
edged, in his own person, all the 
mischievous garbage his under- 
lings in Victoria were too stupid 
to see as part and parcel of the 
game they'd decided to play.

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Kenwell, Wiltmann shine at 
OUA Ski Championships

The Laurentian Nordic Ski teams took to the trails at Laurentian University 
on February 18th and 19th to compete in the 2006 OUA Nordic Ski 
Championships. 
The Voyageurs and Lady Vees ski teams competed against some tough com- 
petition from universities all around Ontario, but showed that they belonged, 
while posting some striking results. 

For the Nordic Vees, Carly Kenwell led the way all weekend long with an 
amazing all round performance. In the women's 5k classic race, Kenwell fin- 
ished in 3rd place in a time of 0:22:52:6. Also, Julie Porter finished the race in 
6th place in a time of 0:23:12.5 and Lilla Roy finished 17th in a time of 
0:24:49.8. 

In the women's 10k freestyle race, Kenwell once again showed why she is 
one of the best skiers in Ontario as she dominated the field, claiming the gold 
medal in a time of 0:41:36.1. Kenwell was also awarded the women's overall 
championship, which is awarded to the woman skier who posts the fastest com- 
bined time in both races. Also, Julie Porter had yet another great race, finishing 
7th in a time of 0:44:02.0 and Lilla Roy finished 10th in a time of 0:45:35.6. 
The Nordic Vees went on to finish the meet in 2nd place overall with 95 points. 

For the Voyageurs, rookie skier Victor Wiltmann led the charge, posting 
some very impressive results. In the men's 10k classic race, Wiltmann finished 
in 13th place in a time of 0:42:10.0. Also, Tim Carleton finished the race in 
23rd place in a time of 0:44:44.4 and Conrad Henninger finished in 25th place 
in a time of 0:46:22.3. 

In the men's 15k free race, Wiltmann once again had a solid race, finishing 
in 14th place in a time of 0:48:01.5. Also, his teammates, Roddy Purzner fin- 
ished 18th in a time of 0:48:25.1 and Tim Carleton finished 20th in a time of 
0:49:24.5. The Voyageurs went on to finish in 5th place overall with 189 points. 

Head Coach Bob Hanson could not have been happier with the way his ski- 
teams competed. 

"I am so proud of all our skiers, they trained hard all year long and we had 
a blast at OUAs", said Hanson. 

The Canadian Championships will kick off this Saturday, March the 4th in 
Thunderbay, Ontario. Victor Wiltmann, Carley Kenwell, Julie Porter, Lilla Roy 
and Aden Beresford are the only five team members that will be competing.

Voyageurs lose 85-82 nail-biter to Lions, Lady Vees upset by underdog Gee-Gees

The Laurentian Voyageurs 
and Lady Vees basketball 
team's seasons have come 
to an end, as both teams suffered 
disappointing losses and were 
eliminated from the playoffs. 

For the Voyageurs, they 
journeyed to Toronto on 
February 22nd to square off 
against the York Lions in the 
OUA East Quarter Finals. 

After a successful regular 
season, the Voyageurs looked to 
carry their momentum into the 
playoffs. The men split their 
season series against the Lions 
and their playoff meeting proved 
to be a highly competitive con- 
test. Laurentian came out 
focused and energetic and gave 
York all they could handle, 
unfortunately, the Voyageurs 
came up short, losing in over- 
time to the Lions, 85-82. 

The first half of the game 
was a see-saw battle as both 
teams traded baskets and 
matched each other's intensity. 
The Voyageurs continually 
exploited holes in York's 
defence but still found them- 
selves down 46-40 heading into 
halftime. 

The second half was high- 
lighted by the Voyageurs air 



tight defence and their efficient 
offence as they continually 
found ways to score. 
Laurentian's team effort allowed 
them to close the gap and the 
game was deadlocked with less 
then one minute remaining in 
regular time. 

The Voyageurs 

were unable to capital- 
ize on a game winning 
opportunity at the end of 
the second half but 
refused to quit as the 
game headed into over- 
time. 

Fourth- Year veteran 
Ben Palmer, fouled out 
in overtime, which 
proved to be a crucial 
loss for the Voyageurs. 
However, Laurentian did not 
back down and continued to 
exchange baskets with the Lions 
all through overtime. Yet, York 
finally managed to slither by the 
Voyageurs, barely winning, 85- 
82

New rec centre to open in 2007

made to talk with student leaders 
about offering access to part-time 
students, though they will likely 
have to pay an additional fee as 
they are currently not paying fees 
toward the construction of the 
facility. 

Even student leaders are 
optimistic about the addition of a 
new recreation facility on cam- 
pus. 

"The committee has really 
worked well together, and really 
worked hard to come up with the 
best building for students," stated 
Luke Norton, president of the 
Students' General Association / 
Association generale des etudiant 
(SGA/AGE). He pointed out that 
the facility will offer dramatical- 
ly expanded opportunities for the 
students who already use the 
existing facilities, and offer many 
new opportunities for students 
who have to go elsewhere to 
enjoy other activities such as wall 
climbing, yoga and squash. 

Pat Imbeau, vice-president 
of Association des etudiantes et 
etudiants francophones (AEF), 
noted that "most of the stuff the 
students want in a facility is 
there. It includes everything stu- 
dents would want in terms of a 
rec centre at LU." 

He pointed out that, the way 
things are set up now, the weight 
room is fairly cramped and the 
cardio room is located down a 
long and cold hallway. 

"I'm sure the students will 
be very happy when (the new 
facility opens). It's going to be 
pretty awesome." 

"The student leaders have 
been fabulous," Hellstrom said, 
noting that they have had a lot of 
say considering they are putting 
up a lot of the money for the proj- 
ect. He said the student leaders 
have not been afraid to challenge 
the architects on issues they felt 
were important. 

"Ultimately, we want to get 
what is right for the money we 
are paying," Hellstrom said. "We 
are not misspending money. We 
decided that if we were going to 
plan it, we were going to plan it 
right. We are on a timeline. We 
are not going to make bad deci- 
sions or rush into anything." 

"Support from the adminis- 
tration has also been really 
good," he added. "They gave us 
the opportunity to plan and put 
together a solid package." 

Another key consideration in 
the construction process, 
Hellstrom noted, was ensuring 
that the project fit in with the 
campus. 

"We are very aware of how it 
is supposed to fit into the setting, 
not just in terms of the buildings 
on campus, but also in terms of 
the geography of the campus," he 
said. Hellstrom indicated one of 
the pitfalls that the committee 
was trying to avoid was a situa- 
tion that occurred at Lakehead 
University, where a large, silver 
steel building sitting in the mid- 
dle of nowhere was constructed 
that didn't fit in with their cam- 
pus. 

"We have a little more cre- 
ativity based on where we are 
located on campus, but we still 
needed to figure out how it would 
fit into the landscape," he said. 
The project will not only include 
a large addition to the existing 



facility, but some renovation to 
the exterior of the Ben Avery 
Building as it exists to ensure the 
newer portion of the structure and 
the original building coexist visu- 
ally. 

Despite the fact that the stu- 
dents are paying for a large por- 
tion of the project, a large 
fundraising effort will also be 
necessary. Still, Hellstrom said 
there is a real opportunity to 
make the facility open to other 
groups when the majority of stu- 
dents are not around in the sum- 
mer. He said this is something 
that will have to be discussed 
with the student leaders, but 
added that it is a viable option to 
help pay for some of the costs of 
constructing the new facility. 

"Every dime counts," he 
said.

Hellstrom said he expects 
the buzz around campus for the 
new project to start stirring, par- 
ticularly since the lot is now 
being cleared, and the varsity 



sports season is pretty much com- 
plete. 

"This campus deserves a 
positive change," Hellstrom 
remarked. 



"It will be a pretty nice place 
for students to come," agreed 
Larwood. "The quality of life on 
our campus will be enhanced."
